REMARKS 

Status of the Application 

The subject application and all claims under consideration stand allowed and Notices of 
Allowance and Issue Fee Due and Allowability have been issued. Applicants have submitted 
formal drawings and, subject to payment of the issue fee and entry of the proposed 
amendment, Applicants believe the application is ready to issue. 

Applicants' Amendment 

Applicants request entry of their amendment pursuant to 37 CFR 1.312(a). Applicants submit 
it is appropriate to enter their amendment because the amendment will correct a technical error 
in Applicants' claim of priority for the application. By amendments filed October 18, 1996 and 
December 5, 1995, Applicants amended the application to claim priority as a divisional 
application to then pending U.S. Serial No. 08/400,657 filed March 8, 1995 and its predecessor 
applications. Applicants submit this application is entitled to divisional status; however.
